Four Georgians Oppose the New Role 
Endorsed in Caucus. 


HOWEVER, 128 DEMOCRATS FAVOR IT 


Messrs. Black, Turner, Lester and 
Russell Vote Against the Change. 


[HE RULE IS TRIED AND WORKS WELL 


Republican Filibusterers Cannot Now Ab=- 
solutely Stop All BRusiness—Absen- 
te-s Must Pay the Penalty. 


Washington, April 17.—(Special.)—By a 
vote of 213 to 47 the house today adopted 
the rule reported by the committee on 
rules providing that members present and 
declining to vote shall be counted to make 
a quorum. 

The rule provides that the count shall be 
made by tellers, who shall stand at the 
clerk's desk and note those members pres- 
ent who do not vote. 

The affirmative vote stood 128 democrats 
and 85> republicans. 

The’ fortv-seven negative votes were al? 
democrats—democrats who boited the party 
caucus that declared for the rule. When 
the rule was first reported to the house 
this morning the republicans opposed it, but 
when they fou:.d it®impassible to either de- 
feat it or amend it, as Tom Reed had it in 
his code of rules, they voted for .t. 

Of the Georgia delegation Messrs. Caba- 
niss, Lawson, Livingston, Maddox, Moses 
and Tate voied for the rule, standing by 
the action of the democratic caucus. There 
were, however, four Georgians who bolted 
the action on the caucus and voted against 
the adoption of the rule, which was made 
for the purpose of enabling the house to do 
business and carry out the democratic plat- 
form adopted at Chicago. 

These four ¢emocrats were James C. C. 
Black, Rufus E. Lester, Benjamin F. Rus- 
sell and Henry G. Turner. 

When the rule was reported to the house 
from the committee on rules a number of 
members waited a long time for debate. No 
agreement could be reached and General 
Catchings moved for the previous question. 
The great mass of republicans and quite a 
number of democrats voted against the 
motion, but it was adopted by 130 to 120. 
The previous question adopted, only thirty 
minutes remainee for debate. That was 
controlled by General Catchings on the 
part of the democrats and Tom Reed on the 
part of the republicans. Reed, in order to 
get up a fight within the democratic ranks, 
yielded his time to democratic bolters. Kil- 
gore, of Texas, and Russell, of Georgia, 
were two of the men Reed yielded to. 

There Are Times to Be Silent.’ 

In his three minutes’ speech Mr. Russell, 
of Georgia, attempted to explain why he 
voted contrary to the democratic caucus. 
‘The republicans,’ said he, “‘would not 
have made use of such a rule in the fifty- 
first congress but for their small majority. 
We present a humiliating spectacle to the 
American people,’ declared Mr. Russell, 
with spreadeagie gesture, “‘when we make 
use of the revolutionary methoas of the 
fifty-first congress. There are many times 
when a man’s highest duty to his con- 
stituents is to remain silent.’’ Then Mr. 
Russell sat down. 

Caucus Bolters. 

Catchings and Mr. Outhwaite 
made strong speeches in favor of the 
adoption of the rule. Tom Reed closed 
the brief debate by simply saying that he 
congratulated@ this congress upon the wise 
decision it was about to make. After the 
vote Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, wha opposed 
the rule, created much amusement by con- 
sratulating Tom Reed. The democrats who 
voted against the rule in the face of tue 
caucus acting in favor of it are being some- 
what severely censured by their colleagues. 
One-fourth of the democrats present bolted 
the caucus action. They claim that the 
caucus was not considered binding. But 
what use is a caucus if democrats are go- 
ing to bolt it? These very demociats who 
bolted today are the men who so roundly 
abused the twenty-eight eastern democrats 
whu bolted the action of the caucus on the 
Seigniorage bill. They then declared that 
the eastern democrats should be driven out 
of the party for bolting the caucus. The 
bolters hold that business could be trans- 
acted without such a rule, and still even 
On such an occasion as today, had the re- 
Publicans not voted there would have been 
no quorum, for there were not 179 demo- 
crats present. 

Good democrats hold that it is as bad to 
bolt a democratic caucus as it is to bolt 
the nominations of a democratic convention. 
However, there are democrats who hold 
different views. Still what the democratic 
Party needs in congress is representatives 
that will caucus and stand by the action 
% such caucus. Without united action a 
barty cannot succeed. 

Kight Southern Bolters,. 


The southern men, as a rule, stood by the 
action of the caucus. Besides the . four 
Iters from Georgia there were two from 
abama, Cobb and Wheeler. Mallory, of 
Orida, voted against the rule, and so did 
Wiliams, of Mississippi. The South Caro- 
lina, Virginia and WLoutstana delegation 
Voted solidly for the rule as the caucus dc- 
Clared, | 
When asked for an explanation of his 
Vote Major Black, of the Augusta district, 
Said: “I did not think it necessary in-order 
to carry on the business. The great neces- 
sity, I think, was for the presence here of 
members of our own party whose duty it 
is to be here. What we need is something 
to deepen rather than lessen their sense 
Of responsibility. This rule, I think, will 
lessen their sense of responsibility. Many

Mr. Breckinridge appeared in the hall of 
the house for the first time since his trial 
began. It is true a number of members ap- 
peared busy and failed to notice him when 
he went their way, but there were no 
snubs and no expressions of contempt or 
indignation. No one offered any resolution 
and no one intends to do so. Mr. Breckin- 
ridge will go along as he has always gone. 
It is true the average member has lost all 
respect for him, but it will not ve shown 
in any public way. 

Kentuckians as a rule think ais pluck in 
going home and making an active canvass 
to be returned to congress will result in 
his re-election. 


ADOPTING THE RULE. 


How the Fight Was Conducted on the 
Hveuse Floor. 


Washington, April 17.—The house was 
precipitated at once upon the opening of 
the session today into an animated, not 
to say bitter, controversy over the proposi- 
tion to count a quorum. 

Immediately after the chaplain had con- 
cluded the Lord’s prayer, Mr. Catchings 
got the floor and stated that by direction 
of the committee on rules he would with- 
draw the report of the committee made 
last week, proposing to fine members for 
unexcused absence and failure to vote. 
That having been done, he offered the reso- 
lution agreed upon by the committee as a 
substitute for the De Armond resolution, 
referreil to the committee by democratic 
caucus last Friday. Following is the reso- 
lution: 

“Amend rule 15 by inserting between 
clauses : and 2 the following as clause 2 
and changing the number of. clause 2 to 3. 

‘pon every roll call and before the be- 
ginning, the speaker shall name members 
from each side of the pending question, if 
practicable, who shall take their places at 
the cierk’s desk fo tell the names of at 
least enough members who are in the hall 
of the heuse during the roll call who do 
net respond, wnen added to those respond- 
ing, to make a qsctum. If a qnorum does 
not respond on the roll call, then the names 
of those so noted or present shall be re- 


 puriem cao re spcaker who shall cause the 


list to be called from the clerk’s desk and 
recorded in the journal and in determining 
the presence cf a quurum to do Lusiness 
thuse who veted, those who answered pres- 
ent, and those so repomtec present, shall be 
considere Members noted may, when 
their namts are called, record their votes, 
nviwithstanding tue provisions of clause 1 
of the rule.’ 

“Amend clause 1 of rule 8 by adding the 
following werds: ‘And on a call should ne 
not vote, he shall answer ‘“‘present,’’’ so as 
tu road: ‘kivery mic:aher shall be present 
within the hai) of the house during its sit- 
tings, unless excused or necessarily pre- 
vented, and shall vote on each question 
put, unless he has direct personal or pecu- 
niary interest in the event of such question 
and on a roll call, should he not -vote, he 
shall answer ‘“‘present.’’’ ’”’ 

The Heuse in an Uproar. 

When it had been read, Mr. Catchings 
asked unanimous consent that the previous 
question on the passage of the resolution 
be considered ordered and that debate be 
closed in an hour and a half, the time to 
be controlled by the speaker of the house. 

At once there was opposition manifested 
on the democratic side, and so much con- 
fusion existed that the proceedings ceuld 
not be distinguished,at the speaker’s desk. 

Mr. Wells, democrat, of Wisconsin. ob- 
jected to restricting debate to any such lim- 
its, charging that these methods sought to 
ke engrafted upon the practices of the 
house were those for which the democrats 
had long denounced the republicans. 

Mr. Bryan, democrat, of Nebraska, ap- 
pealed to Mr. Catchings for two hours’ de- 
bate on a side, but again Mr. Catchings 
declined. 

Mr. MeMillin, democrat, of Tennessee, 
joined the ranks of those who asked for 
two hours’ debate on a side. “If it oper- 
ates as the Reed rule did,’”’ he said, ‘“‘there 
will be plenty of time fom legislation after 
it has been passed.”’ 

He was followed by Mr. McCreary, déemo- 
crat, of Kentucky, who said that two hours 
was none too much time in which to dis- 
cuss a rule which was suca a radical de- 
parture from the practice of the house for 
over a hundred years. 

After further discussion, Mr. Catchings 
changed his request for unanimous consent, 
as to fix the vote at 4 o’clock. 

Mr. Grow, republican, of Iowa, said that 
he had a substitute which he would like to 
offer and have read for information and to 
be voted on, which could not be done if the 
previous question were then ordered. 

Mr. Burrows, republican,, of Michigan, 
askei if the previous question were then 
ordered would it fot cut off amendment or 
substitute. 

Mr. Catchings responded that it would, 
and that was his purpose in moving it. 

Mr. Burrows then asked to be allowed

Incendiaries Plan to Destroy a Town or 
a Great Part of It. 


THEIR CONSPIRACY IS BETRAYED 


Detectives Lie in Wait for the Fire- 
bugs at a Schoolhouse. 


TWO MEN ARE CAUGHT IN THE ACT 


Zhe Decoy Is Fired on by Mistake and 
ios a Narrow Escape—He Is Congrat- 
ulated and the Others Ars Jailed. 


Meridian, Miss., April 17.—(Special.)—Last 
Sunday night an attempt was made by 
fhoodlums te burn this city. he alarm of 
fire was given at five different times, and 
each proved to be a blaze in a different 
locality. The fire companies responded 
promptly, and succeeded in extinguishing 
the fires before any material damage was 
done. The cause of the various tires was 
investigated and the opnion prevailed that 
incendfaries were at work. Detective John 
Horne obtained a clue through WwW. C. 
Schamber, proprietor of the Queen and 
who had been asked to 
take part in the destruction of the town 
by Robert Belk and Dudley Scott, two 
well-known hoodlums of this city. Scham- 
ber promised to take a hand, and left the 
plans with Belk and Scott to arrange. 

The hour was set tor ll o’clock last night, 
and a plan agreed upon. ‘the West hind 
school building was to be fired first, in 
order that the fire companies would be 
called away from the business portion of 
the city. Then the culprits intended to tire 
the business portion, including some large 
manufacturing interests and mercantile 
houses. Just before the hour arrived for 
the infamous plan to be put into execu- 
tion, Mr. Schamber went to Detective 
Horne and Chief Passelle and informed 
them of the plans. ‘Then a plot was laid 
by the officers to catch the incendiaries in 
the very act. Schamber was told to go 
with them and act as a decoy. He was 
assured hat he would be protected from 
the culprits, in the event that they should 
suspect him of betrayal and attempt to 
murder ‘him. 

The detectives went to the school build- 
ing and secreted themselves in the yard 
to await the firebugs. ‘The incendiaries and 
Decoy Schamber engaged a public hack 
and made haste to the scene of the intend- 
ed burning. On their arrival at the build- 
ing, the three disembarked and climbed 
the stairs to the second story of the large 


building and spread a coat of tar upon the.

started out the front door and landed in

the clutches ofthe detectives. 
went to a window on the first floor and 
jumped out, and was running off toward 
the place where one of the detectives was 
hid. The detective, thinking he was one 
of the other parties, fired upon him with 
a double barrelled shotgun. ‘he gun was 
loaded with squirrel shot, and, fortunate- 
ly, Schamber was not much hurt. 

The culprits were taken to jail, and will 
be given a hearing tomorrow .morning. 
Schamber was not interetered with, and 
today was congratulated by the best ele- 
ment of the city. Prominent citizens in 
large groups discussed the intended whole- 
sale arson on all of the street corners, and 
threatened lynching. 

Various theories have been advanced as 
to the real desire and aim of the perpetra- 
tors to commit such desperate acts. Some 
think that it was for the pwrpose of rob- 
bing the hanks. 

Belk and Scott are natives of this city, 
ard are well connected. The boys were 
never before considered desperate, but al- 
ways bore the reputation of being wild 
and somewhat reckless, and have fgurea 
a great deal in minor scrapes. 


PACK WOOD MURDER TRIAL. 


The Arguments Begun—Important Wit- 
nesses Missing. 

Tavares, Fla., April 17.—The arguments in 
the Packwood murder case were begun to- 
day. There is no time limit on the speeches 
and it will probably be two or three days 
before the jury retires to reach a verdict. 
The state rested its case yesterday, and 
when court convened this morning the de- 
fense announced that it would introduce no 
witpesses. While the lawyers for the state 
will, of course, plead for a conviction, no 
one believes that a case has been made out 
against the defendants. And yet nearly 
every one is morally certain that the mur- 
ders were committed by Jenkins, McRae 
and Clinton. The trouble with the state’s 
case is that the evidence has all been cir- 
cumstantial, and not very strong at that. 

It is rumored that John B. Verona and 
Mrs. Poppleton, whom the state depended 
on to clinch the case against the accused 
men, have been paid to leave Florida. At 
any rate these two witnesses could not be 
found and the lawyers for the prosecution 
say their evidence was most important. 


SAFE ENOUGH NOW. 


Men Charged with Murder Are Sent to 
Nashville. 

Nashv@lle, Tenn., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Coffee county officials today brought Allen 
Gunn and Myra Holt to the Davidson county 
jail for safe keeping. The men were 
charged with the murder of LaFayette 
Dixon, at Tullahoma, October 12, 1893. Lew 
Bell and Harry Gibson are in jail at Man- 
chester and Murfreesboro, respectively, 
charged with being accomplices. There is 
considerable excitement at Tullahoma over 
the pre preliminary trial, which was held 
yesterday. While there was talk of lynch- 
ing, the greatest fear was that the men 
would be released by their friends.

Five Rebel Ships Surrender to the 
Brazilian Minister.

PRESIDENT: PEIXOTO PROMISES AMNESTY 


Rank and File Are to Be Cared for, and 
T..eir Passage Home Will Be Paid. 
The Aquidaban Sunk. 


Buenos Ayres, April 17.—(Copyrighted 1894 
by the Associated Press.)—The remains of 
the Brazilfan rebel fleet, commanded by 
Admiral de Mello, which arrived off this 
port last night, are the subject of extensive 
exchanges of telegraphic messages between 
the authorities of this place and the Bra- 
Zilian government through the Brazilian 
minister here. The rebel ships are the Re- 
publica, Metoro Iris, Urano and Esperanza. 
They are in a very dilapidated condition 
and the sailors on board of them are suf- 
fering from sickness, wounds and lack of 
proper food supplies. Their temporary 
wants have beén supplied, with the consent 
of the Brazilian minister, who has received 
advices from Rio de Janeiro saying that 
general amnesty would be granted to the 
insurgent rank and file and that the Bra- 
Zilian government will pay the «,uarantine 
expenses of the ships if they are surrender- 
ed to the Brazilian rrinister. 

Consequently the Argentine government, 
with the consent of the rebel leaders, is 
now superintending the delivery of the five 
war vessels to the minister, and this will 
have been accomplished by the time this 
dispatch reaches the United States. The 
crews of the rebel ships are being disem- 
barked at the Lazaretto here and will be 
cared for until further orders are received 
from Rio Janeiro. It is believed that 
when the men and ships are in a proper 
condition they will rejoin the Brazilian 
vessels under government officers and re 
turn to Rio de Jareiro. 

President Peixoto’s government has noti- 
fied the government of Uruguay that the 
expenses and passage money home of the 
insurgents. who landed in the department of 
Rocha, Uruguay, will be paid by the Bra- 
zilian government and that they may all, 
with the exception of the leaders, return to 
Brazil with no fear of being severely 
punished for the part which they have 
taken in the rebellion. 

It is understood that President Peixoto, in 
adopting this wise and lenient policy, has 
acted under the advice of a foreign power 
which has the interests of the republic of 
Brazil at heart. 

Nothing seems to be krrown’ of the ulti- 
mate destination of Admiral de Mello and 
General Salgade, though it is believed that 
the fermer will take the earliest opportunity 
of escaping to some foreign country where 
he can hide himself for the rest of his 
life. On all sides the utmost contempt is 
expressed for De Mello,whose basé desertion 
of Admiral da Gama is looked upon as be- 
ing a piece of cowardly treachery which 
even the admiral’s most intimate supporters 
cendemn. To such an extent does this 
feeling prevail that it is openly stated that 
Da Gama proposes to seek out Admiral de 
Mello and compel him to meet him in mor- 
tal combat. Those who should know Ad- 
moral de Mello the best believe that he will 
take care to avoid any such meeting. If 
the rebel admiral falls into the hands of 
President Peixoto there is little doubt but 
that he will be promptly tried by court-: 
martial and shot. 


THE AQUIDABAN SUNK. 


The Rebel Warship Lost in an Engage- 
ment with Peixoto’s Ships. 
Montevideo, April 17.—(Copyrighted 19°94 
by the Associated Press.)\—The officials of 
the Brazilian legation in this city have re- 
ceived dispatches saying that the rebel war- 
ship Aqvnidaban, formerly the flagship of 
Admiral de Mello, has been sunk off the 
island of Santa Catharina. It was pre- 
viously announced that the government 
fleet sent south by President Peixoto had 
captured the <Aquidaban, disabled and 

abandoned. 

According to the dispatches made public 
by the Brazilian legation there was an 
engagement off Santa Catharina and the 
Aquidaban was sunk in an attack by 
several of the Brazilian torpedo boats: The 
Aquidaban was a sea-going, double turret 
ship of 5,000 tons displacement, built in 
England and launched in 1885. She took 
part in the Columbus naval review at New 
York last year. 


BATTLE IN A LAW OFFICE. 


A Bloody Shooting Affray in Indian- 
apolis—Cause of the Row. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 17.—Ex-Attorney 
General Miller’s law office in this city, over 
which appears the sign, ‘‘Milier, Winter & 
Ulmer, attorneys,” was the scene at high 
noon today of a most sensational shooting 
affray, in which Addison C. Harris, a prom- 
inent lawyer ot this city, and William H. 
Bruning, of New York, were winded, 

while Mr. Miller miraculously escape. 

The cause of the shooting, it is said, was 
a feud which has existed since 1885, beiween 
W. M. Copeland, of Madison, Ind. ind 
William Bruning, his brother-in-law se2ud 
had its birth a dozen years ago when Core- 
land began paying court to Mr. [runine’s 
sister. The Bruning family was cpposed 
to the marriage of the yound lady to Mr. 
Copeland, but, in 1885, while the iatter was 
a member of the legislature, he and the 
young woman arranged to marry against 
the will of the parents. Miss Prunine west 
west, but the family was acquainted ot 
her intentions and prevailed upon her io re- 
turn home, later giving a reluctant cr: 
sent to the marriage. Copeland ana his «‘fe 
took up their abode with the latter's pa- 
rents, where they resided until they died. 

Between the husband and brother 
there was a bitter hatred, and when the 
elder Bruning died Copeland’s wife proveht 
suit to set aside the will. There “: howed 
a short tim after another suit against L:tn- 
ing by Mrs. Copeland to get asile a con- 
veyance of property alleged to have been 
made by her to her brother under -hreates 
to take Copneland’s life if she refused.

The latter 
arose ag the fisst shot was “ired and evi- 
dently attempted to defenu himvelf, tut 
Copeland followed up his fire with two more 
shots before any one could recover from 
their astonishment and interfere. 

Bruning Received Two Shots. 

It was fourd a moment later that two 
shets had taken effect in Llsruning—one 
breaking his jaw and the other lodging in 
his “rm. Just at this instant another shot 
was fired and Mr. Harris's rin ic}l to his 
side, its bone being broken by +e shot. 

Ex-Attorney General Miller was in the 
private room and appeared a moment later 
and attempted to hold Copeland, out the 
latter struggled desperately, and, throwing 
Miller from him, followed Bruni sg irto the 
front room of the office, fring a3 ne went. 
Police Superintendent Powell, who Was 
passing on the street, heard the ining and 
entered the room. With tne assiscarice cf 
five other men Copeland ‘vas ‘hrown to 
the floor and placed under arrest. Bruning 
ran from the office and went to a doctor’s 
office. In the melee Copeland received a 
severe cut upon the head, but was not 
otherwise seriously injured. When Miller 
and Winter emerged from the struggle both 
were covered with blood from the wounds 
of Copeland’s head.

UNCLE SAM TAKING A HAND. 

A Strong Fight Against the Lottery 
People by Custom Officers. 
Jacksonville, Fla., April 17.—A special to 
The Times-Union from Tampa, Fla., says 
the United States government has begun 
war on the: Honduras (the old Lonisiana) 
lottery company in earnest. Since the es- 
tablishment of the Graham printery, at 
Port Tampa City, and a steamer put on be- 
tween this port and the Honduras end of 
the old Louisiana lottery business, the lot- 
tery company has kept aboard of this vessel 
a lot ot printing presses and material. The 
object was to provide against any revolu- 
tion that might arise in Honduras or, pos- 
sibly, any unfavorable turn as regards the 
legal status of their business in this coun- 
try. This printing material assed through 
the custom house, on morse. schedule for 
export, and was placed on the vessel under 
the clause of regulating customs and pro- 
viaang that goods might be stored on a 
vessel as’ a bonded warehouse. HKecently 
Special Agents Paul and Chase were here 
fromthe department at Washington look- 
ing into the customs affairs. They reported 
to their .chief the condition of things, and 
Saturday Collector John T. Leslie received 
instructiuns from the department to levy 
duty on these printing materials, and to 
make the lottery company unload them here 
and reload them in regular order for each 
passage of the vessel as goods for import 
and to levy duties accordingly. This rule 
will have the effect of making the com- 
pany either place its printing material 
here or leave it in Honduras. Then in case 
of emergency, the company can ship them 

in regular order. 

Another ruling is that the company shall 
pay, as duty, an amount equal to the face 
value of all the tickets brought here from 
Honduras. It will be remembered the lot- 
tery company, to evade the laws of the 
United States, moved its plant to Honduras. 
In order to have an American connection, 
they bought property and established a big 
plant at Port Tampa City. To evade the 
laws of this country they have claimed that 
e™® tickets sent out by express companies 
from this port were importations from 
Honduras and that no man can buy 4 
Louisiana lottery ticket at Port Tampa 
City. Collector Leslie says the lottery com- 
pany does not import the tickets from 
Honduras, but distributes them from some 
point in the United States.

The Seay Scandal at Lynchburg May 
Produce More Sensations. 


AO EVIDENCE AGAINST THE CAPTAIN 


Solonel Lamb Is Making Some Headway 
with His New Party Scheme- City 
Politics in Richmond. 


Richmond, Va., April 17.—(Special.)— 
The impression prevails here that there will 
yet be some far more interesting develop- 
ments in connection with the Lynchburg 
military scandal than were brought out 
in the Investigation made recently by Cap- 
tain George Wayne Anderson, who was de- 
tailed by Governor O’Ferrail to go to the 
Hill City for that purpose. Captain Ander- 
s0n’s report will be laid before the governor 
in a few days and there is no sort of doubt 
that it will fully exonerate Captain W. M. 
Seay, of the Lynchburg Artillery Blues, 
at whom it is generally believed that the 
charges made to the council were aimed. 

But it is not thought that Seay and his 
friends will be satisfied with this. A de- 
termined fight has been made on him ever 
since he was cashiered a year or two ago, 
when he paraded with another company af- 
ter the troop of cavalry in which he was 
an officer had been ordered not to turn 
out. The men re-elected him at once, but 
the other military objected and after con- 
siderable discussion and feeling he was 
turned down by the military examining 
board. Then, when Seay was elected captain 
of the battery two or three months ago, 
great pressure was brought to bear on Gov- 
ernor O’Ferrall to induce him to withhold 
the commission. His excellency was satis- 
fied, however, that the young officer was 
entitled to his commission and issued it, 
despite the formal protest sent from a meet- 
ing of Lynchburg officers. 

It is said now that proceedings, either in 
the nature of courtmartial or civil suit, may 
be brought against those who are responsi- 
ble for connecting Captain Seay’s name 
with the immoral act committed in the 
Lynchburg armory. A member of the bat- 
tery admitted that he was in the building, 
but there was absolutely no evidence 
against Seay. 

While the scheme of Colonel William 
Lamb, of Nerfolk, for reviving the old 
whig party on tne principles held by the 
old whigs, has been the subject of a good 
deal of comment and newspaper discussion 
throughout the siate, very little importance 
is attached to it. Colonel Lamb is a man 
of fine parts and would prove a magnetic 
leader, but with the democratic, republican, 
porilist and profiibition parties there hardly 
seems to be room ior another. Any move- 
ment would, of course, operate against the 
dominant or democratic party and the op- 
position might have a good fighting chaiice 
if it embraced all the elements not in 
harmony with the democrats. The republi- 
cans have been very inac.ive for the last 
two years and might now give their support 
to the Lamb peogle but for the fact that 
their chances of outsing their old enemy 
would be far better in a coalition with the 
populists. 

Colonel Lamb's Scheme. 

Two of the planks proposed by Colonel 
Lamb for the platform in which he thinks 
all Virginians who are not free traders 
nor monometallists might stand, are unques- 
tionably popular, but the populists have ad- 
vocated the one and the republicans the 
other for a number of years without suc- 
cess. The chances now are that the con- 
gressional fight in Virginia next fail will 
be between the democrats and populists 
and in some districts 1: will be very close. 

City Politics. 

The nm inicipal primary of the 26th will 
perhaps be the largest one in the history of 
Richmond. All city officers, nearly an en- 
tire council, magistrates and city commit- 
teemen are to be chosen. There are lively 
contests over most of the offices, and in 
one ward there are as many as fourteen 
candidates for the common council where 
only five members are to be chosen. There 
are three eandidates each for mayor, com- 
monwealth’s attorney and clerks of the 
city, circuit and law and equity courts, 
five for treasurer and two each for city 
sergeant and commissioner of revenue. 
Tie assessments upon the candidates ag- 
gregate $1,765, being at least twice as much 
as usual. 

A rather unique libel suit was brought in 
the law and equity court yesterday after- 
noon, damages being placed at $10,000. The 
plaintiff is James Sweeney, a well-known 
liveryman, and the defendant is John Kelly, 
peseq st uoljoe ey, ‘AsTVep yun sSivl B 
on-Kelly’s advertising for sale in a humor- 
ous way and for a mere song certain judg- 
ments that he held against Sweeney. 

Interested in Miss Pollard’s Case. 

There are general expressions of satisfac- 
tion here at the result of the Pollard- 
Breckinridge case. The trial has been of 
special interest to Richmond people, as 
Miss Pollard has relatives in Virginia and 
the congressman had spoken here several 
times withir the last few years. His ad- 
dress before the Association of Northern 
Virginia at its annual meeting two years 
ago was an especially fine oration.

Zeb Vance’s Body Returned to His 
Loved North Carolina. 


FELLOW CITIZENS MOURN FOR HIM 


Public Officials Met the“ Remains—Gov- 
ernor Carr Declines to Speak of the 
Successor Till Aiter the Funeral.

Raleigh. N. C., April 17.—The special 
funeral train bearing the remains of the 
late Senator Zebulon B. Vance, after a full 
night’s travel, arrived here at 9:30 o’clock 
this morning, over the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad. Thousands of his old com- 
rades and followers received all that was 
left of the most popular man the state has 
probably ever produced. The train was 
composed of two elegant Pullman sleepers 
and private car No. 100 of the president of 
the road. It. reached Danville at early 
dawn and hundreds were out to demon- 
strate the affection for the sister state. At 
Greensboro and other points along the route 
the immense crowds could hardly be pressed 
aside from the car which contained the re- 
mains. Before Durham was reached the 
toling of bells from the great Durham to- 
bacco works and the appearance of half- 
masted flags bore evidence of her grief, 
while an anxious multitude of old veterans 
pressed in to see their “Zeb,” and it was 
with difficulty they were forced from the 
cars. 

At Greenesboro Hon. John L. King, presi- 
dent pro tem. of the state senate, joined 
the party; ex-Governor Thomas M. Holt 
at Haw river, and Hon. Julian 8S. Carr at 
Durham, the’ latter the patriotic and 
wealthy president of the Blackwell's Dur- 
ham Tobacco Company, claiming the honor 
to head the list for the erection of a hand- 
some monument to the memory of the 
deceased. 

The city of Raleigh, though on short no- 
t.ce, was ready to receive the remains. The 
draping of the streets was about completed 
and when the train moved up to the depot 
the very garb of mourning seemed to be 
thrown over the entire city, the beautiful 
granite capitol being literally wrapped in 


black. 
Met by State Officials. 


The governor of the state, supreme court 
justices, and: the other officers of the strte 
and the city, met the remains and after 
being placed in a handsome funeral car,

Immense crowds lined the croad street to 
the capitol, which is surrounded oy famous 
rative oaks,.all dressed in spring attire. 
The casket was moved to the rotunda of the 
capitol, where it was placed on a catafalque, 
literally a bank of beautiful flowers. ‘he 
ladies of Raleigh had prepared native pine 
branches for the casket tv lie 
being characteristic of whe state, 

The floral offerings were profuse, the 
most magnificent ever seen rere, while those 
brought from Washington added srea ly to 
the whole. Among them was the broken 
column from the United States senate, the 
anchor of roses from the North Carolina 
colony at Washington, .wwe cross with the 
perched dove from the Nerth Caroliniany 
in the United States census ollice, a hand- 
some bouquet with the syimpathy of the 
vice president, and nundreis of cfferings 
from different distinguished citizens, whites 
the state had provided a bank of roses and 
lilies, with her native piae, upon which to 
lay the remains of her universally loved 


son. 
Thousands Turn Oat. 


But of all the tributes of love, nothing 
could compare with that i amense-threng 
which crowded by the dead senator only te 
get a last glimpse of him whom ¢ll North 
Carolinians termed “Our Zeb.’’ Thousands 
of people of all classes—white and black, 
rich and poor, great and small—overanxious- 
ly pushed along to see the man who had 
presided over their destinies, both in times 
of war and peace. Children even wept, 
while cla battle-scarred veterans of a lost 
cause could only be removed by force. Such 
a tribute of deep devotion has never been 
witnessed here before. 

The funeral cortege moved back to the 
train at 4 o’clock, and at 4:30 o’clock it 
left for Asheville, where the remains are 
to be interred tomorrow. The train will 
stop half an hour at Durham, and an hour 
and a half at Greensboro, where the peo- 
ple can view the remains. 

Who Will Succeed Vancetf 

*Midst all the deep gloom some few con- 
jectures are heard as to the matter of Sen- 
ator Vance’s successor. It has developed 
here that the governor will not act so much 
in behalf of a good friend as at first ex- 
pected. Every one thinks, however, that 
ex-Governor Jarvis will be offered the re- 
fusal. He was Mr. Cleveland’s minister to 
Brazil, and is an able advocate of low tariff, 
free silver and an income tax. 

But Governor Carr will not give anything 
to the newspapers, declaring that he will 
listen to no suggestions until the senator’s 
remains have been laid away. In a con- 
versation with a press representative he 
stated that the appointment would probably 
be made Friday, and that he would be ir 
sympathy with the Wilson bill and strongly 
entrenched as regards free silver and an in- 
come tax.

list of probabilities.

Mr. Kilgore said he rose chiefly to ex- 
press his unalterabie opposition to the 
adoption of the rule, of which the gentle- 
man from Maine (Mr. Reed) was the par- 
ent. The rule was unnecessary, in his 
opinion. Rules were not adopted by par- 
liamentary bodies to expedite, but to hin- 
der the transaction of business; to bridle 
the majority and to compel it to take all 
the responsibility of legisia.ion. 

Mr. Kussell, of Georgia, lamhented the 
humiliating spectacle presented to the coun- 
try by the dermmocratic majority of the house 
with 70 or 80 more votes than the repub- 
licans and 39 more than a majority, finding 
themselves unable to do business without 
calling to their aid the exceptional and rev- 
Olutionary methods of the fifty-first con- 
gress. 

Mr. Reed said: “I do not desire to address 
the house again upon the general subject. 
Fhis scene here,today is a more effective 
address than any I could make. The house 
is about to adopt the principle for which 
we contended im’ the fifty-first congress, and 
is about to adopt it under circumstances 
which show conclusively to the country 
its value. No words that I can utter can 
add to the importance of the occasion. I 
congratulate the fifty-third congress upon 
the wise decision that it is about to make.” 
{Applause on the republican side.) 

Mr, Outhwaite spoke in favor of the pro- 
posed new rule. 

Mr. Cummings opposed it. 

The debate was ciosed by Mr. Catchings. 
who pointed out the necessity for the adop- 
tion of the rule, and said the present con- 
ditions were widely different from those 
which obtained in the fifty-first congress 
and against which the femocratic party 
protested.

Crisp Sits Down on Bynum.

Mr. Bynum-—The clock shows that he 
has been speaking more than three minutes. 

The Speaker (sharply)—The chair keeps 
the time, for the house. 

This colloquy was greatly enjoyed by the 
republicans. 

The vote on the passage of the resolu- 
tion was announced at 2 o’cloeck to have 
been yeas 212, nays 47. 

So the resolution was agreed to. This 
announcement was received with loud ap- 
plause on the republican side and many 
members surrounded Mr. Reed and con- 
gratulated him “upon the final triumpn of 
the principle for which he had so long con- 
tended. Several ex-members also. proffered 
their congratulations. As he rose a few 
moments later to make his way to the rear 
lobby the galleries broke out anew in ap- 
plause, which was not rebuked. A basket 
of roses was placed on Mr. Reed’s desk, and 
again there was some applause. 

The republicans ail voted for the resolu- 
tion, and most of the democrats. The pop- 
ulists took no part in the proceedings, none 
of them being recorded. The negative vote 
was by Messrs. Abbott, Barnes, Black of 
Georgia, Bland, Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
Bryan, Bynum, Capehart, Causey, Cobk of 
Alabama, Conn, Cooper of Texas, Covert, 
Cummings, Dunn, Durburrow, English of 
New Jersey, Eppes Goldzier, Grady, Hall of 
Minnesota, Hines, Holman, Hunter, Kilgore, 
Lane, Lapham, Russell of Georgia, Lester, 
Mallory, Martin of Indiana, McAleer Mc- 
Kaig, McMillin, Reilly, Ryan, Stevens, Tal- 
bott of Maryland, Tracey, Turner of Geor- 
gia, Warner, Wells, Wheeler of Alabama, 
Whiting of Illinois, Williams of Mississippi, 
and Wise—all democrats. 

The next order of business was the read- 
ing of the journal of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings. This being done Mr. Burrows made 
the point that the first question was upor 
the approval of the journal of last Thurs- 
day, being the first one in chronological 
order remaining undisposed of. In sup- 
port of this contention Mr. Burrows quoted 
a decision by Speaker Randall, in the for- 
ty-sixth congress upon the same point and 
endorsed by the house. 


Approving the Journal. 

Speaker Crisp said that while he would 
bow to the ruling, especially as it had been 
endorsed by a vote of the house, he could 
see no good reason for it. 

The daily journals of proceedings since 
last Thursday mi then approved pro 
forma. The pending «question being on the 
motion of Mr. Springer to discharge the 
order of arrest of absentees made by the 
house on March 26th, Mr. Reed offered as a 
matter of privilege, as affecting the inter- 
ests of the whole house, a resolution de- 
claring the order of arrest to have been in 
violation of the constitution and rules of 
the house and, therefore, void. The reason 
why he offered the resolution was that he 
did not desire the proceeding under consid- 
eration to be made a precedent. He did 
not particularly care, he said, what com- 
mittee investigates fhe question, but he 
wanted to have it investigated. The pas- 
sage of a continuing order lke the one 
passed, he said, he did not believe should 
be approved, because it might become, un- 
der some circumstances, a menace and dan- 
ger to the’ members of the house. 

After some debate, the chair ruled that 
the resolutions did not canstitute such a 
question of privilege as would operate to 
oust the motion of Mr. Springer. Lhe 
matter, doubtless, should be investigated, 
for it was one of great importance; put 
it could not supersede at this time the 
motion of the gentleman from Illinois. 

Trying the New Rule. 

The vote was then taken under the new 
rule of yeas and nays, Messrs. Vockery 
and Cogswell being appointed tellers, and 
they took their places at the clerk's desk. 

Before the roll call was begun, an effort 
was made to secure unanimous consent 
with the yeas and nays, which had been

6. For errors of law in granting the writ- 
ten instructions prayed by the plaintiff’s 
counsel and in refusing instructions peapen 
by counsel for the defendant. 

7. For errors of law contained in the 
charge of the court to the jury. 

8. For errors of the court in commenting 
on the evidence of witnesses and on 4vit- 
nesses whose testimony was offered on the 
trial. 

9. For specific errors to be assigned here- 
after on the hearing of this motion. 

The motion is signed by Butterworth &

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Miller, a Condemned Murderer, Takes His 
Sentence Without a Mormar. 


QOES NOT CARE WHEN HE SWINGS OFF 


Judge Ross Asks the Lawyers to Support 
Him forthe Superior Court Bench 
if Judgs Bartlett Resigns. 


Macon, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)}—rnere 
will be a hanging in Macon on May 26th, 
and Henry Miller, a negro, wil' be the 
victim. This morning Miller was carried 
from the jail to the courthouse, and was 
sentenced by Judge Bartlett to be hanged 
on the date above mentioned for the mur- 
der of Mr. John J. Braswell, a well-known 
farmer of Bibb county. Miller betrayed no 
emotion whatever while sentence of death 
wa@s being passed upon ‘him, and hada 
nothing to say against ‘it. He has never 
contessed to the crime. One of his attor- 
neys, Mr. Walter Grace, asked the court 
to allow Muller as long time as_ possible 
to prepare for death. Judge Bartiett toid 
Miller that he had been given a Yair and 
impartial trial, and the’supreme court had 
carefully reviewed all the evidence in the 
case and refused to grant him a new trial. 
While returning to the jail with the ofti- 
cers, Miller remarked to them with an 
oath that it made no difference to him 
when he died; that, so far’ as he cared 
‘the hanging couta take place today as well 
as on May 2th. Miller is about twenty- 
tive years old. One night several months 
ago, Mr, Braswell was riding in a wagon 
from Macon to his home in the country. 
He was waylaid, shot, killed and robbed 
on the highway, a short distance from 
Macon. The mules, with Braswell’s dead 
body in the wagon, walked leisurely along 
and ftimally drew up before  Braswell’s 
house, when the family discovered the 
murder. Several negroes were arrested as 
implicated in the crime, and the guilt cen- 
tered on Miller. 

Contest for a Judgeship. 

In the event that Judge Bartlett re- 
signs from the bench of the Macon superior 
court circuit there will probably be an in- 
teresting contest for his place. That the 
opinion here is fixed that he intends to re- 
sign at an early day is shown by the fact 
that on yesterday Judge John P. Ross, of 
the city court of Macon, addressed letters 
to various members of the bar asking their 
support and influence for his appointment 
by the governor as Judge Bartlett’s suc- 
cessor. Judge Ross did not say positively 
that he would be an applicant, but he stated 
that in the event of Judge Bartlett's early 
resignation it was highly probable that he 
would be a candidate. I[f Judge Bartlett 
resigns before the legislature meets Gov- 
ernor Northen will have to appoint Judge 
Bartlett's successor, who will hold until 
the legislature assembles. In the winter of 
1890 Governor Northen appointed Mr. Ross 
judge of the city court of Macon. His term 
>xpires January 1, 1895. Governor Northen 
and Judge Ross are warm personal friends. 
The indications are that a lively contest is 
opening up tor both the superior court and 
city court judgeships. Of course if Judge 
Bartlett does not resign this will simplify 
the situation. The superior court judge 
and the city court judge receive the same 
salary—$2,000 per year—but the former posi- 
tion is of greater dignity and importance. 
The Macofi superior court circuit is com- 
posed of the counties of Bibb, Houston 
and Crawford.

A BUG DINNER. 
Unique Bill of Fare to Be Provided at 
a Banquet of Scientists. 


From The Washington Star. 

The Entomological Society, of Washing- 
ten, ts a successful organization, compris- 
ing some thirty-five residents and 100 cor- 
responding members, and which has been 
holding regular monthly meetings since 

€4, 
the date of the 100th regular meeting of 
the society is rapidly approachirg, and the 
members propose to celebrate the event by 
a dinner, at which’ some entirely new 
dishes will be served. 

A reporter gained an inki:ng of the matter 
from a scientific friend and hunted up a 
prominent member of the society, who, 
after some persuasion, said: : 

‘We are reasonably sure,*»from our own 
irdividual experience and from the writings 
of prominent entomologists, not only that 
certain4tnsects may become staple articles 
of food in cases of famine, but that cer- 
tain delicacies, fit for the table of the epi- 
cure, are yet to be found among this group 
of creatures. You remember, without 
doubt, the efforts which Professor Riley 
made in 1873 to introduce grasshoppers 
as a diet among the starving farmers of 
Kansas and Colorado, and you recall the 
stock stories of travelers in the West Indies 
and South America about the palm weevil 
and now it is fried in oil and eaten as a 
delicacy by the natives.

and served with peas in piace of swvet- 
breads. ; 

“sortunately the seventeen-year locust 18 
due in Virginia and the District of Colum- 
bia this yeur, and about the 2th of May— 
just about the time of the meeting—the ap- 
petizing grubs will be coming up from the 
grcund and transtorming to pupae by the 
incusands on the tree trunks about Wash- 
ington. Protessor Riley made a number of 
experiments with this insect, as a tood il 
lsso, and found that while it lacked sub- 
stance, its favor was good and it might i 
fact be called a delicacy. here, then, 
have precedent to guide us, and these in- 
sects will be parched over a quick fre 
and will be served cold as a substitute for 
Saited almonas.

The reporter asked if the society had not 
found it difficult to get a caterer to ander- 
take the preparation of such a dinner. 

‘“Yes,”’ he said; ‘.n fact, at two vr three 
prominent cafes at which we have cautivus- 
ly broached the subject we have been told 
that it would ruin the reputation of the 
establishment forever if it pecame known 
that they had served such a meal. 

““*Why!’ said one veteran, who keeps a 
cozy place near the treasury department, 
‘there I’ve been struggling all my ufe to 
keep flies and roaches and thousand-legs 
out of the dishes which I put before my 
customers, and do you suppose that, just 
to oblige a set of cranks, I will upset the 
prejudices of a lifetime” 

“We are now looking for an iconoclastic 
cook of ability—some young man with pro- 
gressive, end-of-the-century ideas, whu, 
struggling in unmerited obscurity up to the 
present time, is anxious to makvy a lasting 
reputation fur himself at a sinuyle stroke. 
We hope to find such a man, but if we do 
not succeed the committee in charge will do 
the cooking themselves.”’ 


COLLIDED WITH FREIGHT CARS. 


Two Men Seriously Wounded in a Rail- 
road Accident Last Night. 
Engine 137, a switch engine in the Western 
and Atlantic yards, collided with some 
freight cars near the Thurmond _ street 
crossing last night at 10 o’clock with nearly 

fatal results. 

Two car couplers, who were riding on the 
footboard of the locomotive at the. time, 
had a narrow escape, and received injuries 
which were at. first thought to be fatal. 
The men were A. L. Pittman and John 
Floyd, both car couplers in the Western 
and Atlantic yards. 

Engine 137 was going backward towards 
Simpson street, and both Floyd and Bitt- 
man were standing on the rootboard of the 
end of the tender. The locomotive was 
moving at a good rate of speed, and when 
it suddenly bumped against a line of cars 
the two unfortunate men were thrown vio- 
lently from their positions. Both were badly 
shaken up and probably received internal 
wounds. Dr. Dixon was called and at- 
tended them. 

The hospital ambulance was called later 
and Pittman was carried to his home on 
West Mitchell street, and Floyd was re- 
moved to his residence, 41 Fortress street, 
in the extreme southern part of the city. 
Pittman is hurt worse than Floyd, and for 
a time last night it was thought that he 
would die.

Ex-Senator Nunnally Has a Trouble- 
some Leg Amputated. 

An old wound, received in the second bat- 
tle of Manassas, caused tne amputation of 
a leg at the Grady hospital yesterday. 

Hon. J. E. Nunmally, of Monroe, Ga., re- 
ceived a bad wound in his left leg at the 
second battle of Mamassas, and ever since 
the war has been troubled with that limb. 
He has suffered tortures with it, and has 
spent a great deal of time and money in 
trying to have it cured. It has always re- 
mained a chronic sore, and finding no re- 
lief, Mr. Nunnally decided yesterday to 
have the troublesome member amputated. 
He went to the Grady hospital, where the 
operation was performed. He will remain 
there until he fully recovers.

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State Bank Notes. 

In some comments yesterday on an 
article in The Memphis Appeal-Ava- 
lanche, a slip of the pen or a misprint 
substituted “greenbacks” for “gold.” We 
intended to say that gold never went to 
a premium during the war until the gov- 
ernment created an extraordinary de- 
mand for it by making eustoms duties 
payable in gold. The effect of this was, 
of course, to discredit the greenback to 
just that extent. As there was ‘no gold 
in circulation or in sight, the demand 
for it for a specified purpose became im- 
perious enough to create a small premi- 
um. This was followed by the organiza- 
tion of the gold board in Wall street, 
and from that time on the gold premi- 
um became purely speculative. Those 
Who controlled the gold supply—and it 
Was in a very few hands—could manipu- 
late the price of it to suit themselves. 

What The Constitution said yesterday 
in regard to this greenback question 
grew out of the remarkable utterance 
of our Memphis contemporary, which 
declared that it was either for the single 
gold standard or the greenback. This is 
almost equal to saying that he is for 
either the poverty or the’ prosperity of 
the people. There is a wide margin for 
choice here, but we think if our contem- 
porary will look into the question with 
an impartial mind, he will have little 
difficulty in making a choice, for the sin- 
gle gold standard means depression and 
contraction in business and in industrial 
enterprises, and povexty for the produc- 
ing classes. A premiam on gold at this 
moment would be a premium on every 
American product, a premium on every 
American industry; and a stimulus to ali 
business. This is the same as saying 
that a premium on gold cannot be 
brought about except by an increase of 
paper currency sufficient to meet the 
demands of business and industry in all 
parts of the country. Prices can only be 
kept at the gold level by contracting 
the currency to the point at which gold 
redemption is possible. 

The question of “fiat” money, which 
The Appeal-Avalanche broaches in its 
article, leads to the consideration of the 
proposition to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state bank notes. The democrats of 
the east and some of the democrats of 
the west are undergoing severe tortures 
on this question. They are piling up 
schemes and propositions sky high, and 
in the midst of the. confusion there is 
but one voice that is tuned to common 
sense—and that is the voice of The New 
York Financial Chronicle. It is true 
the editor of that paper seems to be 
somewhat afraid of the note he has 
struck. He dodges and hadges and 
clings lustily to the frayed skirts of the 
national banking system, but he states 
a few facts that sensible men cannot 
escape. 

One of these facts is the need for gen- 
uine currency reform. Another is the 
failure of the national banking system 
to provide an elastic currency suited to 
the necessities of the people and to the 
demands of business. There are some 
other facts, however, that The Finan- 
cial Chronicle ought to but does not 
state. The first and most important is 
that it is of not the slightest importance 
to New York or to Massachusetts, or to 
the congressmen from those states, what 
i:ind of a local currency the people of 
Georgia have. On the other hand, it is 
of not the slightest importance to the 
people of Georgia what kind of a loeal 
currency the people of New York and 
Massachusetts have. We believe that in 
this day and time the people of each 
state are capable of looking after their 
own interests in the matter of a local 
currency. 

We have an illustration at hand. In 
the mining region of Jellico, Ky., the 
store orders given by the companies to 
the miners for merchandise are used as 
currency. Such is the scarcity of mon- 
»y in that region, that although these or- 
ders are redeemable in merchandise at 
the companies’ stores, they are received 
as cash by merchants in the Vicinity. 
Now, how does this affect the people of 
New York, or of Massachusetts, or of 
Illinois? This is a rough, ready-made 
illustration of the state bank system. 

The Finaticial Chronicle supplies the 
reason why there should be currency 
reform, and, perhaps, without intending 
it, gives an unanswerable argument why 
the people of the states should have the 
privilege of utilizing their own credit and 
their own resources. “Notwithstanding,” 
says The Chronicle, “the amount of pa- 
per notes afloat, in addition to the bank 
check facilities, so much more widely in 
use here than in any other country in 
the world—notwithstanding all that, 
large and well settled portions of the 
west and south, full of enterprise and 
neipient industries, are, we might al- 


| of exchange as they were .before they 
were inhabited.” 

Now, this is‘the simple truth, and ave 
| are amased as well as gratified that The 
Chrenicle does not follow the example 
of the ignoramuses of the eastern press 
and declare that this dearth of money 
is owing to the dearth of energy and en- 
terprise. 
answerable reason why the people of 
the states should be permitted to utilize 
their energy and enterprise by issuing 
notes upon it. Why should Massachu- 
setts or New York care whether state 
bank notes in Georgia are sound or un- 
sound. We are of the opinion that the 
people of Georgia are able to take care 
of themselves in this matter. 

It is for this reason that we object to 
any federal guarantees, or to any meas- 
ure that proposes to make the credit 
notes issued in one state good in all the 
others. This would be no better than 
the law we now have. All the notes the 
state banks could safely issue would be 
drawn to the money and trade centers. 
What the people want is a medium of 
exchange that will seek redemption 
when it is not wanted, and issue forth 
again when there is a demand for it— 
a currency elastic enough to utilize and 
put in operation all the forces that de- 
pend upon a plentiful supply of the me- 
dium through which exchanges are 
made. 


Intolerance Rebuked. 

The letter of the Rev. J. B. Hawthorne, 
in another column, in response to the il- 
liberal objection of the Rey. J. D. Cran- 
fill, of Texas, to Governor Nerthen’s ap- 
pointment of the Hop. Patrick Walsh as 
Senator Colquitt’s successor, upon the 
ground that a Protestant governor 
should not appoint a Roman Catholic to 
such a high office will be heartily ap- 
proved by all fair-minded people. 

Senator Walsh is one of the most rea- 
sonable and tolerant men inthis country. 
As Dr. Hawthorne says, he zealously 
supported Mr. Black, a Baptist, for con- 
gress, and has been for years a loyal 
personal and political friend of Governor 
Northen, another Baptist. He has never 
proscribed anybody on religious grounds, 
und it would be shameful for any 
Protestant to object to such a patriotic 
and public-spirited man on such narrow 
grounds. 

Mr. Cranfill was the candidate of the 
prohibition party for vice president in 
1892. Unfortunately he belongs te the 
same element that has produced the A. 
P. A. and other un-American organiza- 
tions. In this country there is no room 
for such intolerance and prejudice. Many 
of our most devoted patriots and useful 
citizens are Catholics, and when they 
stand shoulder to shoulder with us, ig- 
noring sectarian lines in their work for 
the public welfare, all good Protestants 


7} can well afford to join hands with them. 


2ut Dr. Hawthorne’s letter must be 
read to be properly appreciated. It is 
on the right line, and shows tliat the 
dector believes in that freedom of con- 
science which was guaranteed to every 
citizen by our constitution.

A Sad Case. 


Judge Lyons, one of the St. Clair coun- 
ty judges in Missouri, now in jail for 
contempt of court for refusing to levy a 
tax ordered by the federal court, has 
lost his reason. His wife and daughter 
have also been driven insane by his im- 
prisonment. 

The St. Clair judges have been in con- 
finement at intervals for several years. 
Their people resist the assessment for 
railroad bonds voted by the county, and 
the judges stand by them. For this they 
will have to remain in prison possibly for 
life. Contempt of court is a_ terrible 
offense in this country, and in defining 
and punishing it our judges are armed 
with the absolute authority of a Russian 
Czar. 

It may be that the people of St. Clair 
county should redeem their bonds, but 
it is a pity to imprison men for debt 
and drive them and their families into 
insanity and poverty. 

Ohio and Texas. 

In the matter of lynching, under cer- 
tain similar conditions, Ohio and Texas 
are very much alike. 

When a negro in Texas feloniously 
assaults a white woman the people of 
the vieinage lynch him. This practice 
is severely condemned in Ohio, but when 
the people of that state have the same 
provocation they adopt the Texas 
method. 

The other night a negro who had as- 
saulted a lady in Logan county, Ohio, 
was sent to jail. A military company 
was ordered out to protect him, but the 
mob induced the soldiers to retire and 
then hung the prisoner to a convenient 
tree. 

Our southern lynchers are not s0 law- 
less. They have never yet driven off 
the militia, and as a rule when the an- 
thority of the state makes itself heard 
they submit. H@e in Georgia, and also 
in Mississippi, there have been times 
when the governors of those states have 
dispersed lynchers without calling on 
the military. 

But we have many times called atten- 
tion to the fact that human nature is 
about the same everywhere. Lynch law 
in Texas is deplorable, but Maine will 
resort to it the moment that the people 
find that their women are outraged by 
brutes. 

We have peculiar conditions, varying 
with our different sections.

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The Question of Wages. 

Matthew Marshall, who writes a week- 
ly article for The New York Sun, is of 
the opinion that wages are Keeping up 
in spite of the hard times. The question 
is worth considering from any and every 
point of view. It is, in fact, so interest- 
ing that it becomes impertant to know 
whether wages are increasing or wheth- 
er they are falling, wholly apart from 
any argument that néay be drawn from 
that knowledge. 

But it is a question that cannot be dis- 
cussed from a narrow point of view, or 
without some knowledge of the facts to 
be considered. This is shown in the 
very first effort that Mr. Marshall makes 
to apply a eoncrete fact te his argu- 
ment. He says that the amounts col- 
lected for the relief of the unemployed

$250,000—whereas, ‘the statements of — 
sixteen charitable associations show that 
$15,000,000 was spent for the relief of 
the unemployed poor during the year 
ending February 28, 1894. one-half more 
than in any previous year. 

Now we do not hesitate to say that a 
writer who wii ignore such facts as 
these, published two days before his let- 
ter appeared, and easy of access in any 
event, is not to be trusted in his argu- 
ments. 

It is true that wages have kept up be- 
yond all expectations but there are rea- 
sons for this that ought to attract the 
attention of every writer capable of un- 
derstanding the subject. | 

Kimployers instead of cutting wages 
have reduced the number of their em- 
ployes. This is notoriously true of rail- 
roads, and it is true of -nearly every 
business in the land. 

Instead of the problem of wage reduc- 
tion, the country is confronted with the 
problem of idle laboer—labor that ought 
togie utilized, but that is going to waste. 
From any point of view, it is better that 
the wages of ten men should be reduced 
than that three of the ten should be dis- 
pensed with. It means misery and want 
for those who lose their places and a 
reduction of wages itn the end for those 
who-are retained. 

If Mr. Marshall desires to discuss the 
question of wages in an adequate way, 
he cannot afford to run away from the 
element of unemployed labor, which will 
presently have an overwhelming effect 
on wages. There has, in fact, been a 
tremendous reduction of wages in every 
department of industry, but the full ef- 
fect of it cannot be estimated until we 
are breught face to face with the inevi- 
table results of the competition of the 
Vast army of the unemployed with those 
who retain employment. 

We commend this view of the ques- 
tion to Mr. Marshall and to all who un- 
dertake to discuss the wage question. :

A Good S.iggestion. 

The Dixie Magazine has done good 
work for the exposition, and its sug- 
gestions have always beenmon a practi- 
cal line.

Our 
contemporary says: 
There are thousands of opportunities for 
manufacturing in the south that are neg- 
lected simply because our people are not 
familiar with proper methods and machin- 
ery for the economic conversion of raw 
material into merchantable product. Our 
people in the iron districts know how pig 
iron is made, but they are ignorant of the 
methodss practiced in making tools, cut- 
lery, malleable castings and hardware nov- 
elties. Our lumbermen can fell trees and 
convert them into rough lumber with as 
great dispatch and economy as the woods- 
men of any section, but they lose the 
profits that are made in the manufacture 
of furniture and woodenware. Our cotton | 
mills are taking the lead in the manufact- 
ure of coarse goods, while the southern 
people are paying a magnificent profit to { 
northern and European makers of high 
grade cotton goods. The best kaolin depos- 
its in the world are here in the south, and 
this valuable product is being shipped to 
New Jersey ‘and foreign countries and 
brough back to the south in the shape of 
crockery. 

All these inconsistencies exist largely be- 
cause of the reasons we have named; our 
people are not informed as to the practica- 
bility of converting these materials into a 
thousand different articles of usefulness 
that are in demand, articles which are now 
being bought from every section of the 
country save our own. 

Why not overcome this lack of knowledge 
to a great etent by making this exposition 
a grand medium of education in this line? 
This can be accomplished by having manu- 
facturing plants in operation on the 
grounds. Exhibits of this nature would 
prove of universal interest to. the 
public and would be _ productive of 
inestimabie good to the south/ 
it will not prove a_i difficult task 
to induce manufacturers of machinery to 
enter into the plan. They will readily un- 
derstand the practical benefits to be de- 
rived from these operating exhibits. Let us 
be able to show visitors a complete process 
of the conversion of every class of 
our raw materials into their highest 
forms of usefulness.‘ The education thus 
bestowed would prove of great and lasting 
benefit to the south. 

fitis is vob the right line. The manu- 


facturers of every section should have 
their plants in active operation on our 
exposition grounds. Every facility will 
be afforded them, and the expense will 
be a mere trifle compared with the bene- 
fits that will be derived from the home, 
as well as the foreign markets. 

The north and west will utilize this 
suggestion, and the south must put her 
best foot foremost. We should show 
our visitors that we are prepared to 
manufacture our raw material, and fair- 
ly compete with our rivals in distant 
sections. 


The Federal Judges. 

The pending bill in congress provid- 
ing that federal judges shall be retired 
on full salary after twenty years of 
conti~uous service is not in the interests 
of the public. 

A judge appointed, say at the age of 
forty or forty-five, is not incapacitated 
for useful work after he reaches the 
age of sixty or sixty-five. Chancellor 
Kent retired from the supreme bench of 
New York at the age of seventy. He 
then wrote his ‘“‘Commentaries” and re- 
turned to the bench where he did good 
service. 

In England these matters are hetter 
regulated. Over there a judge is re- 
tained until he feels that he ought to 
retire. As a rule the old servant is the 
best servant, and we make a great mis- 
take in trying to displace such officials 
with new, and untried officials. 

Instead of the pending bill it would be 
better to give our federal judges the 
privilege of retiring after twenty years 
of service, without making their retire- 
ment compulsory. |

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In an address on “La Grippe” to the 
Chicago Academy of Homeopathic Physi- 
‘cians and Surgeons in Chicago Thursday, 
Dr. R. N. Foster said the disease- could 
be traced back nearly 100 years; that it 
had presented itself in all lands; that it 
was especially a disease of the colder 
climes, and that it almost disappeared in 
summer. It had the same symptoms every- 
where and it was one of the most fatal 
diseases with which the profession had to 
deal, he said. It had produced more deaths 
than Asiatic cholera or the smallpox. For 
four years, the lecturer went on, grip was 
epidemic in the United States. Wher. it first 
appeared it was in the form of influenza. 
As it progressed it became complicated 
with pneumonia. The third year it took on 
another form by attacking the bowels. Dur- 
ing the present season it assalicd the diges- 
tive organs. The symptoms of the disease 
were, first, its suddenness of attack; sec- 
end, its violence, and thirdly, its erratic 
course. A peculiarity of the disease was that 
a patient never perfectly recovered from it. 
In his tratment of the disease there were 
four things he. found to relieve the patients, 
Dr. Foster said. These were cimicifuga, gal- 
finium, eupatonium and rye whisky, espe- 
cially whisky. The whisky, however, was 
not for the beginning of the disease, but 
for those whom it left feeble or who were 
threatened with a recurrence of it. He 
found that the sufferer from grip could 
stand rest, warmth and stimulants.

The children of Mr. Humphrey 
have long intended to erect a monument 
over the grave of the young hero, who died 
to save their father, but the matter has been 
put off until now, when the contract for 
the shaft has been awarded. 


At the monthly meeting of the Scientific 
Association of the Johns Hepkins universi- 
ty, Baltimore, on Thursday, Professor Ira 
Remsen rose and thanked Dr. Barker, who 
in the course of his address had shown that 
the body is amply able to pretect itself 
from baeteria, whith are such bugbears to 
many people. Professor Remsen said that 
the fact that the bacteria were not so fear- 
ful and their effect not so deadly should 
become known to those who are afraid to 
drink water and almost to breathe the air 
for fear of the bacteria. Dr. Barker said that 
there are bacteria all the time about us, 
aLd even inside of, us, and that the body has 
such a system of surveillance that it detects 
and kills the bacteria by internal action 
even after they have entered into one’s sys- 
tem. “It is by mere accident,’’ said Dr. 
Barker, ‘“‘that infection results from the 
introducuyn of bacteria into the body. 
Thesé cases of infection are comparatively 
very rare, indeed; if we were infected every 
time that bacteria entered our bodies we 
would never be well.

“I only gave my consent to enter upon the 
candidacy for zovernor w 
pealed to had declined, and upon urgent so- 
parts of the state.

“Notwithstanding all this, upon the ad-

“If the people become convinced,” said 
the genera, “that the legislatures cannot 
keep officers upon whom so much depends, 
out of politics, then they may have to take 
back the grant of power which they have 
given it, and elect them in some other way. 
Tae legislature elects a great many officers 
and the people but very few. If, by placing 
the election of all officers from supreme 
court down in the hands of the legislature, 
the latter body has become a ring, it will 
become the duty of the peoplpe to smash it. 

“There is no use of mincing words about 
it. The feeling is widespread that a ring 
has been formed for the purpose of parcel- 
ing out the offices. 

“Do not be deluded by the cry that the 
candidate of the people has been put out 
by an Atlanta ring, made only to cover 
the tracks of the larger and more insidi- 
ous ring. (Great applause.) I would not 
know a ring on the read if I met it. I am 
not accustomed to that kind of political 
trickery.”’

‘“‘The only high office you can vote for di- 
rectly is governor. All other high offices, 
from the president down, are elected 
through removed agencies. For governor, 
however, you name the man you want, and 
he should be in touch with your hopes, as- 
pirations and feelings.”’

Turning to the issues of the nation Gen- 
eral Evans said: 

‘All present before me, regardless of party 
name, unite in the belief that democratic 
principles are right. They are together in 
that. I am in hearty sympathy with you

NEW YORK, April 17.—This market de- 
veloped a good deal of strength in the latter 
part of the day, after declining four points 
below yesterday’s close, due to a lower 
Liverpool, with small spot sales there. It 
is becoming evident to those who choose to 
believe it, that the movement from the 
interior is at the expense of a movement 
that naturally would have occurred later, 
but which is now being realized on account 
of the disappointment of spot- holders who 
have seen for some time past an almost 
continuously declining market with a force 
movement and indications of further weak- 
ness. It ts, of course, disheartening to those 
who have beet te@ to expect for some time 
a decided falling off from last year; which 
so far has been hope deferred, but if there 
is any reliance to be placed in the informa- 
tion of people who have responsib'e corre- 
spondents, then it must be that the supply 
at the interior ports is being so rapidly ex- 
hausted as to give us a very small move- 
ment later on. The noticeable feature to- 
day has been the buying of May contracts 
by two or three prominent houses here, 
which indicates either that they are pre- 
pared to take spot cotton in case of tender 
or that those who are short prefer to buy 
in that month and sell che later months 
against cvtton that they are carrying. It 
may be that the spot Cotton is getting so 
strong in this country that we may here- 
after act more independently of Liverpool 
than we have been doing up to this time. 
We learn from a telegram from a firm 
here from Houston that a decided falling 
off in the movement there is expected soon. 
Houston has been receiving daily for some 
time considerably in excess of last year. 
Memphis continues to ship freely of her 
stock, the loss since Friday last being 
62,000 bales, port receipts 7,206 bales, against

William Merritt, of Polk County, Re- 

fuses to Pay His Fine and Costs, 

There is a story of interest behind the 
rejection of William Merritt, of Palk coun- 
ty, as a Fulton county convict yesterday. 

Merritt is a man about sixty-two years 
old and is bent with age. The story he 
tells is very peculiar. He says that the wife 
and daughter of his near neighbor were 
both taken ill at the same time and that 
he was sent for some whisky.

According to Merritt the man went imme- 
diately before the grand jury and had him 
indicted for the offense of loaning and try- 
ing to sell whisky. Merritt was convicted 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $100 and 
eourt costs. This Merritt has refused to 
co and says that he does not intend to be 
robbed by the solicitor and judge of Polk 
county. He is a wealthy man and owns 
over ten thousand dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty. ? 

Merritt says that he has sent word to his 
people to burn every feot of timber on his 
land and if it is against the law to burn 
down the house, to tear it to pieces and 
tuen make a bonfire of it. He declares that 
he wants nothing in Polk county except 
real estate. Merritt was brought to Atlanta 
yesterday by the deputy sheriff of Polk 
county and was refused as a convict by this 
county. Upon this the sheriff turned Mer- 
ritt loose and told him to meet him at 
the office of Sheriff Barnes this morning.

Showing the Condition of Things with the 
Georgia Farmer- Some Disastrous 
Eifects trom the Recent Freese.

the condition of the coi.un ervy. 

“Crops of all kinds are recovering rapidly 
from tne effects of the recent freeze,” said 
Mr. Morrill yesterday afternoon, “and farm 
work is progessing nicely all over the south. 
in every direction, however, there is a 
, Wail going up on account of the death of 
the iruit crop, and trom what I can gather, 
there will be scarcely any fruits upon the 
market this year, except melons, which, 
by the way, will be unusually late. Many 
trees have been killed to the ground, de 
Sstroying thereby some of the finest orch 
ards in the state. 

“There is one notable fact which has come 
under my observation,” continued Mr. Mor- 
rill, “und that is the farmers of our staie 
are at last beginning to raise their own 
corh and meat. More especially is thig the 
CaSe in southwest Geurgia and down in the 
Sectioa abuul Americus.” 

Mr. Morrill thinks that the acreage of 
cotto® has been somewhat reduced this 
year. Yesterday afternoov he was engaged 
in getting out his weekly weather crop 
bulletin, which will be issued today. Foi- 
lowing the wulletin is a mumber of re- 
ports from various counties and all of these 
Show a hopetul condition of things. A 
summary of these reports wy Mr. Mor- 
rill says: 

“Tne past week has been marked by a 
deficiency of heat and by the prevaieace of 
hign northerly winds. in the northern dis- 
tricts of the state light frosts were of fre- 
quent occurrence during the first hair of 
the week. Not until Sunday did the tem- 
perature rise to its normal vaiue tor tne 
season. Rainfall has been abundant in the 
northeastern section, amounting to one and 
one-quarter inches, most of which fell on 
the iuth. in this section plowimmg aid pilant- 
ing have been somewhat retarded vy a Wei- 
Ness of the soil and subsquent baking from 
the wind, 

“Muisture has been

wigisture. in ail the growth ol the crops 
have been siow Of accuunt of the Msuui- 
cient Neat.

The convention of the Central Railway 
Association of Surgeons was called to order 
by President North in the breakfast room 
of the Kimball yesterday at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. S. A. Wilson, chief clerk of Surgeon 
Elliott, acted as secretary. 

There was a full attendance, and it was 
clear at the very outset that this was to

They Were Sold on Last Sunday 


by 
Dr. H. Benjamin, 


AND THEY CAUSED HIM TROUBLE 


A Prescription Denied by a Physician in 
Police Court-The Trial Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


Two naughty looking little brown bottles, 
not. unlike those issued by Governor ‘liil- 
mans dispensaries, are causing Druggist 
H. Benjamin, of . Whitehall street, some 
trouble. 

The two bottles figured in a_- police 
court Case yesterday, and may result today 
in the vonviction of Mr. Benjamin for 
Selling whisky an Sunday. One of the 
bottles, as the evidence shows, went out 
of the drug store ina legitamate fashion, 
About the other, quite a peculiar tangle 
arose, : . 

The two bottles bear Druggist Benjamin’s 
Stamp, and are regularly marked, as are 
all goods sent out on prescription, the 
number of the prescriptions and the name 
of the physician issuing them appear on 
the label on the bottles. Judge Calhoun’s 
decision was made up on one of the pre- 
scriptions, which was repudiated in court 
by the physician whose wame appears as 
having issued it. 

The circumstances in the case occurred 
last Sunday, but only came to a head 
yesterday. In some way, Patrolmen Chana- 
ler and Norman learned tnat one young 
man had carried two bottles of whisky 
away from Mr. Benjamin's drug sture, and, 
Suspecting that the whisky was not in- 
tended solely for medicinal purposes, they 
began an investigation, which resulted in 
the officers making the case. . 

The young man who bought the whisky 
is named Ferguson. He went into the 
Store SundaY morning and asked for a 
quart of whisky. The clerk refused to let 
him have the liquor without a prescription. 
Dr. T. Db. Love was standing by, and he 
furnished the young man with che neces- 
Sary prescription. On this prescription the 
young man got what he wanted. Later 
he returned and got another quart, and 
it is over this las« quart that thé*contro- 
versy arose. lit assumed an unexpected ap- 
pearance while being tried yesterday after- 
ncon. 

Mr. Ferguson appeared in police court 
and testified that he had bought a quart 
of whisky on a prescription trom wr. 
Love, and later in the day had returned 
and purchased another quart. UOmeer Nor- 
man produced the Whisky in court as 
evidence in the case. 

Mr. Benjamin stated in his own behalf 
that he was lLotaily unacquainted with the 
facts in the case, as he was absent at the 
time the whisky was sold, and that the 
business was transacted during his apsence 
by his clerk. He produced the prescrip- 
tion of Dr. Love, upon which the quart of 
whisky had been furnished. lt was genu- 
ine, and was approved by Wr. Love, who 
was present. 

Recorder Calhoun compared the number 
of the prescription with the number on. 
the bottie and found that the two did not 
correspond. 

“These numbers are nt the same, Mr. 
Benjamin,” said the recordé&, “kividentiy, 
there were two prescriptions. How about 
that?’ 

“Il suppose there were two,’ answered 
Mr. Benjamin, “Il presume that tLe second 
prescription is on the file at the store.”’ 

“Well, it must be produced here,” said 
the recorder, “it is needful evidence tn 
this case. Dr. Love, how many prescrip- 
tions did you issue to Mr. Fergusuyn”’’ 

“I remember issuing but ene,’ said Dr. 
Love. 

Reorder Calhoun said that the other 
presueription must be brought forward. 

“i will go up to the store and get it,” 

Mr. . Benjamin. 
Said the recorder, “lll attend to 
I will send an officer for it. Just 
write a note and ask your clerk to turn it 
over to the ofticer.’’ 

Mr. Benjamin wrote the note, but his 
clerk refused to turn the prescription over 
to Officer Beavers, who was sent after it. 
A few minutes later, the clerk appeared 
in court with the prescription. ‘the num- 
ber correspondea accurately with that on 
the bottle. 

“It seems to be all right,” said the re- 
corder, ‘‘and bears the signature of Dr. 
Love. Doctor, did you, write that?’ 

Dr. Love glanced at it, and said that he 
“id not write it. Recorder Calhoun stated 
that he would not announce his decision 
until touay. He stated that Mr. Benjamin 
Was technically guilty of the charge, and 
that he would have to fine him on the 
charge brought by the officers. He will 
announce what fine he will impose this 
morring.
